He would also like 
to come to a meeting of parents at Bar Hill to discuss and answer queries when the 
brochure is out. 

Meanwhile, I am calling a meeting on THURSDAY 2 MmY at 8 pm (either in the 
Church Centre or in the School - 1*11 tell you later) for all parents and prospective 
parents of Swavesey Village College children. 

This will be a private meeting for and attended by Bar Hill parents only. I 
want to collate their concerns so that when Mr Toogood visits us, he will be better 
prepared to answer queries.
